THE NEW METEOROLOGY. 


Old fogies will regret, the 
new 


thought will rejoice that meleoiology, 
even in the National Weather Bureau, 
is breaking away from its thralldon, its 
superstitions, and is giving out signs 
of new life. 


Professor Eigelow fairly represents 


tho new meteorology, Professor Hazen 
tho old, and for three years seiions 
donbt has reigued at the Washington 
weather headquarteis as to whether the 
old or new thought is to prevail. 


As often repeated in these bulletins 


the determination of one great fact and 
principle underlies all 
branches of 


science which have to do with natural 
philosophy. If it shall be determined 
that the sun is a hot body then old 
fogyism has been in the right, while if 
it should be determined that the sun is 
constitu tod like the earto, not hot but 
a great magnet, the new thought will 
supplant old fogyism in all branches of 
natural philosophy. 


Comparatively few realize tho vast 


importance of this question. It per- 
meates almost every subject in which 
the h'iman race is interested and is of 
such far reaching consequences that it 
cannot bo discussed to any groat e x- 
tout ia these bulletins. 


Our old meteoiology is based on the 


heat theory. If the suu is a magnetic 
in -tt'.id of a hot. body then the meteor- 
ology of our National Weather Bureau 
and all tho old school of meteorologists 
must be entirely reconstructed. 


The practice of medicine and surgery 


is based upon the heat theory. If the 
magnetic theory is established the art 
of therapeutics must be reconstructed. 
The heat theory says that the heart 
forces tho blood through the veins as a 
pump foi ces water out of a well. Tho 
magnetic theory says that electric cur- 
rents force tho blood through the heart 
and veins. The heat theory legards 
the heart as a pump, tho magnetic 
theory says it is a valve. 


The difleience between the two sys- 


tems is so radical that if tho magnetic 
theory is correct the whole practice of 
surgery and mediciuo would need to 
be remodeled. 


Our system of agriculture is based 


on the heat theory and includes the 
false idea that plants receive their 
nourishment from the soil. The mag- 
netic theory says that all plant food 
comes fiom the atmosphere and is car- 
ried into the plant on magnetic car- 
rents. 


Our chemistry is based on the heat 


theory, and when its truo basis, is found 
to be magnetism the whole system must 
be remodeled. 
The 
chungo cannot 


come too soon. 


The accepted 
rules of 
scientific 


thought aro the results of false con- 
ceptions by embryo scientists who 
came to the front just as the murky 
clouds of tho dark ages began to clear 
away. They have served their purpose 
and must give way to the new thought, 
the new sciences; based upon mag- 
netism as tho cause, heat only a local 
result, instead of heat being the cause 
and magnetism a result, as was held by 
the old school. 


Professor Bigelow says tho sun is not 


a hot but a magnetic body, and the 
new Chief of the Weather Bureau has 
determined to make Bigelow's depart- 
ment a more prominent feature in tho 
Weather Bureau. 


The sun cannot bo both hot and 


magnetic, because heat destroys mag- 
netism. There is no middle ground 
and future science mast rest o^ one or 
the other of these theories.
